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Leitrim Was Exciting 
Place for Grabbers 


(Special to The Dally Worker) 
DUBLIN, —(By Mall)—It is one 


thing to secure a court judgement in 
your favor in Ireland, but it is an en- 
tirely different matter to have that 


decision put Into effect. The average 
irish peasant has as much contempt 
for law as Americans have for prohi- 
bition. This is particularly true after 
several years of civil war during which 
a man’s best counse! was a trusty 
rifle. 

One of the most interesting hang- 
overs from the stormy days of 1922 is 
the case of James Gralton, now a 
member of the Workers Party in New 
York, versus sundry landgrabbers who 
were compelled to disgorge property 
they had taken from peasants who 
could not or would not pay the rent 
demanded by the landlord. 

Two of the most popular slogans in 
Ireland are: “Pay no rent” and: “To 
hell with the king.” In Belfast the 
latter gives way to “To hell with the 


pope.” 


Returned To Fight 

“Tim” Gralton was a member of the’ 
Irish-American Labor League of New 
York before the fighting in Ireland 
proved too great an attraction for 
him. He returned to his native county 
of Letrim to carry @ gun against the 
black and tarfs and square things up 
with the landgrabbers. Gralton knew 
that the black and tans were not the 
only enemies of the Irish workers and 
peasants. Acting on this knowledge 
he organized a society named after 
the Irish revolutionist James Connolly 
and under his leadership a “Soviet 
Hall” was built in the district. Soon 
things began to‘ hum. 

The sequel to those stirring inci- 
dents took place in Dublin last sum- 
mer when the landgrabber who was 
dispossessed by the revolutionary 
peasants asked the court aid in hav- 
ing his lands returned to him. The 
plaintiff testified that Gralton and 
diver others decided to take his land 
away from him and that the peasants 
in the district constituted themselves 
into a Soviet, which issued decrees 
and saw that they were carried out. 


Their Guns Barked. 


The committee of direct action, 
which was the police force of the lo- 
cal Soviet, drove this landgrabber’s 
cattle off the land and playfully fired 
shots around his premises in order to 
convinee him that discretion was the 
better part of valor. Free State of- 
ficers arrested the cattle drivers and 
peace reigned for a while. But in 
October of the same year the com- 
mittee of direct action resumed activ- 
ity as the following note will show: 

“Take notice that you are requested 
to have the lands of Lismoyle cleared 
of all stock and crops on or before 
November 1, and if not it will be 
cleared for you. You arg also request- 
ed to surrender said lands to the 
lands committee, who will have it dis- 
tributed to those people who are just- 
ly entitled to it; those people whom 
you went behind their backs and 
grabbed this land while they were en- 
deavoring to secure it for division 
among the uneconomic holders of the 
district. They intend no longer to al- 
low any hound to gobble up their 
rights and seek to live among them af- 
ter you came to the district a mendi- 
cant and built yourself up by grabbing 
from your neighbors. If you fail to 
comply promptly with this notice you 
cah prepare f bullets. Remember 
Latimer’s land is divided and yours wil, 
be divided when the devil has you. 
Your life or the land.—(Signed) Fair 
Play.” 

Escaped in His Shirt. 

The landgrabber tdok no notice of 
this epistle until & bomb sent him out 
thru the window altogether, but dress- 
ed only in his shirt. Not relishing the 
idea 6f being subjected to such thrills 
he finally decided to comply with the 
demands of the peasants’ committee. 

The victory of the Free State forces 
put the landgrabbers in good humor

“I could not have talked with Hayes 
at the time he said,” Wheeler de- 
clared.

That night we attended a dinner and 
the opera with Col. E. M. House, Mrs. 
Borden Harriman and Colonel Stone. 
After the theater I went to Col. 
House’s club and he gave me letters 
of introduction to Buropean officials.”

Higher’- Up Politicians 
Escape Punishment 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 22. — 
Lieut. Aubery Houston, commanding 
a relief squad at the fourth district 
police station and brother of Barney 
Houston, chief of the Cincinnati fire 
department, was sentenced to serve 
eighteen months in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta today on the 
charge of accepting money to protect 
bootleggers. 

Houston is the highest ranking of- 
ficer of the 48 mentbers of the police 
force who are now being sentenced, 
one by one, by United States District 
Judge Smith Hickenlooper. The 
“higher-ups” who directed the bootleg 
gangs and the big politicians involved, 
escaped punishment. 

Government investigators declared 
Lieut. Houston. had accepted $9,000 
in graft money. Houston who pleaded 
guilty, said this figure was exagger- 
ated. Judge Hickenlooper told him 
the amount made no difference. He 
scored Houston for setting a bad 
example to his men. 

Detective Got $17,000. 

Louis Sunderman, a member of the 
flying squad of detectives, who also 
pleaded guilty received the same 
sentence. It was charged that Sun- 
derman’s graft amounted to $17,000.

Judge Said Lada Might 


Change Their Minds 


NEW YORK, April 22.—The three 
young Communists, members of the 
Young, Workers League, Comrades 
Winogradoff, Zalon and Diamond, were 
found guilty of having “firearms in 
their possession.” The learned judges 
declared that “while it appears that 
the posséssion of these guns on this 
occasion was for a lawful purpose, 
still we think the law takes into ac- 
count the possibility that on other 
occasions men might similarly possess 
guns for lawful purpose and then use 
them for an unlawful purpose.” 

This is the most ridiculous decision. 
Having guns in their possession for 
theatrical purposes indicates’ that 
these same workers “might use them 
for an unlawful purpose.” Well, the 
actors at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, many of whom are foreigners, 
also use guns in the performances 
before the wealthy class of New York, 
but no judge has yet declared that 
they might be used for an “unlawful 
purpose,” P 

Class Decision. 

The decision rendered by the three 
august judges of the New York cri- 
minal court, is a clear class decision. 
Three young Communists who were to 
participate in the Paris Commune 
pageant and who used obsolete rifles 
that‘had long lost their power to be 
discharged—as the judges were forced 
to admit — were convicted of a 
“crime.” The law requires that no 
foreigner shall possess a firearm: the 
court declared that using them for 
theatrical purposes is “possession.” 

This decision is only. part of the 
campaign against the foreign-born 
workers in this country—particularly 
if they are radical or revolutionary 
workers. The three lads did not deny 
that they were Communists and mem- 
bers of the Young Workers League. 
Hence the capitalist court had an op- 
portunity to deal a double blow at 
the foreign-born and the Communists. 

Nevertheless, the judges suspended 
sentence — otherwise the situation 
would have been even more ridiculous. 
The Labor Defense Council, New York 
Section, who are conducting the de- 
fense, have decided to appeal the case. 
The Communists will give more per- 
formances and demand the same right 
to use firearms as the playboys of the 
rich. The Labor Defense Council is 
determined to put the courts of this 
country again on record as confirming 
that there is one law for the rich and 
one law for the workers. 

Funds will be required for appealing 
the case.

Railroads Bring

WASHINGTON, April 22.—All rail- 
roads operating west of the Mississip- 
pi river today united in filing a joint 
brief with the interstate commerce 
commission warning it to “proceed 
with caution” in the investigation of 
freight rate structure of the country, 
ordered by congress. 

The carriers declared they ceétild not 
stand “any further curtailment in 
their revenue,” and asked that the 
freight rates be increased.

MONTREAL.—The Canadian fishing 
industry, which in 1900 employed 99,- 
269 persons, in 1923 employed 68,969. 
But in 1923 the market value of the 
catch was double 1900: Only 30 per 
cent of this increase in value was 
accounted for by the incregse in 
prices.

WASHINGTON, April 22—A com 
plete revision of American immigra- 
tion rules, with virtual elimination of 
all immigration statioris along the At- 
lantic coast in an effort to further re 
strict the admission to the United 
States of foreign-born workers was 
considered today at a conference of 
state, labor and treasury officials. 

The proposals before the conference 
would virtually wipe out Bilis Island 
as an immigration station and would 


‘jerect extraordinary safeguards against 


the admission of “undesirable” aliens. 
To Watch Japanese 


The conference considered plans for 
the establishment of an immigration 
inspection service in all American 
consulates abroad, the assigment of 
immigration and medical inspectors to 
all trans-Atlantic liners and the tight- 
ening up of the vise regulations, par- 
ticularly in regard to students. It is 
under this designation that many Jap- 
anese are admitted to the United 
States. 

The various government agencies 
represented at the conference were 
urged to apply “more strictly” all laws 
relating to admission of aliens as 
“non-emigrant” visitors. This stricter 
enforcement would be extended too to 
aliens claiming the student status. 

The conference, held in the office of 
Secretary of Labor Davis, was attended 
by Davis, and assistant secretaries 
Henning and White, commissioner 
general of immigration, Husband, . as- 
sistant secretary of state, Carr, several 
state départment attaches and Sur- 
geon General Cummings, representing 
the public health service. 

Spies on Ocean Liners.

Workers’ education faces 
escapable fact at the very outset. 

Workers’ education has for its pur- 
pose the awakening of labor to the 
consciousness that as a Class of wage 
earners, it is doomed us long as cap 
talism exists, to labor under its yoke 
for a mere pittance. 

Workers’ education must lead the 
workers to an understanding of the | 
mature of the system under which la- 
bor works, so as to conduct @ more) 
intelligent and a more aggressive 
struggle against the ever-increasing 
capitalist oppressions with a view to. 
their complete lfberation from such 
conditions. : 

Workers’ education must teach the 
workers the necessity of following in- 
dependent political action. 

Workers’ education must expose the 
institutions of capitalism, intellectual 
as well as political as agencies for the 
suppression of discontent and the per 
petuation of the power of the capital- 
ist class. ) 

What Policy Has the W. E. B. Been 
Pursuing. 

The W. B. B. is entirely failing to 
meet these fundamental requirements 
of workers’ education. In its present 
policy and under its present leader- 
ship, the W. B. B; is only another in- 
strument to suppress any idea that 
the position of workers rises or falls 
as a class; it systematically minimis- 
es, ignores or completely denies the 
existence of the class struggle; it 
has pursued a policy of educating the 
workers to a policy of class collabora- 
tion with the capitalists, a policy 


of the labor movement; this concep- 
tion and policy results logically to the 
suppression of any militancy in the la- 
bor movement. 

An examination of the activities of 
the executive of the W. EB. B. fails to 
show any realization of the fact that 
the capitalists are growing more pow- 


bining to ah ever greater extent for 
the suppression of the labor move- 
ment. They closed their eyes to the 
fact that American capitalists are 
monopolizing not only the eeonomic 
resources of America, but are etretch- 
ing out for economic supremacy over 
the entire world. 

The leadership of the W. B. B. ig- 
nores the menace to the life and fu- 
ture of the working class that lies in 
the imperialist -war-breeding policy 
of American capital. The W. EB. B. 
leadership has failed to teach labor 
the necessity of unity against this 
menace to its welfare. 

The literature issued by the W. E. 
B. tends both in point of view and 
selection of subject to support the 
program of feeble reformism and col- 
laboration with the employers under 
the guise of impartiality. It in many 
cases assumes a definitely capitalist 
viewpoint. 

Reactionary Leadership of W. E. B. 

This policy of education is pursued 
by the W. E. B. today, because its 
leadership is in the hands of the most 
reactionary group of the labor move- 
ment of this country, who pursue in 
the field of education the same path 
that they have taken in the fleld of 
trade unionism. On the trade union 
field the Matthew Wolls, Perkinses, 
Greens, follow the reactionary policy 
of Gompers, eschew any militant class | 
policy and help the capitalists to 
chain labor firmly to the wheels of 
exploitation. These reactionary offi 
cials have entered the fleld of edu-} 
cation with the sole purpose of snuf- 
fing out any spark of class conscious- 
ness which the growing oppression of 
the present system makes inevitable 
and thus they make of workers’ edu- 
cation a spiritual bulwark of capital- 
ist reaction as well as an adjunct to 
maintain their policy of rule or ruin 
in the trade union. 

These labor bureaucrats have enter- 
ed into the agreement to sponsor the 
W. E. B. at the price of the complete 
subjection of the W. EB. B. to their re- 
actionary policies. These officials saw 
that the existence of an organised 
workers’ edutational movement might 
lead to the dissemination of ideas 
more in harmony with the interests 
of the working class; that it might 
“=>thermore lead to the creation of 
of groups of trained workers who chal- 
lenge their stagnant and oppressive 
leadership in the labor movement and 
they made speed to get this movement 
safely into their hands. 

Polioy of Exclusion. 

In the course of the. establishment 
of their control the bureaucratic offi- 
cials excluded such large bodies of 
labor as the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers. They eliminated the mildly 
radical Rand school. They denied the

Educational Association of Detroit

The Bankruptcy of Socialists and 
Liberals.

These groups con- 
sist of liberals, socialists and intel- 
lectuals. As a whole these groups 
have uncritically accepted the policies 
and leadership of the reactionaries. 

The socialists have abandoned en-

tirely their original socialist position 
on workers’ education, as education 
for the class struggle which even their 
European comrades still cling to verb- 
ally and have passed over entirely in- 
to the camp of yellow labor leaders or 
the futile bourgeois phrasemongers. 
They are ready to accept any program 
of workers’ education provided it does 
not lead to the promotion of more 
aggressive class struggle. 

The liberals and reformers, irre- 
spective of their protestations of free- 
dom of thought, etc., serve as a help- 
ing mate to the reactionary leaders 
and themselves disseminate an ideol- 


ogy which serves for the perpetuation - 


of the oppressive capitalist system. 
Among the intellectuals there are 
some who realize full well the hope- 
less future of the workers’ education 
in the hands of the present reaction- 
ary leadership, but these take no steps 
whatever to combat the false policies 
of such leadership. 

These intellectuals who have in 
many cases entered into labor educa- 
tion in order to avoid open spiritual 
degradation, which capitalist policies 
demand of them in the capitalist edu- 
cational institutions, but they are in- 
stead falling into the position of spir- 
itual servants to these yellow labor 
leaders. 

These intellectuals who have every 
interest in common with the rank and 
file of the workers in the labor move- 
ment, instead of allying themselves 
with the workers in the class strug- 
gles and making a clean breach with 


capitalist and semi-capitalist ideology 
and education, have become the allies 
to the labor ,dureaucrats and are 
working against the real interests of 
the workers.

The Workers Party calls upon every 
honest worker fhterested in real work- 
ing class eduéstion to adopt an ag- 
gressive militatit policy.

Danish Unions Ready 
for Transport Strike 
to. Combat Lockout

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, April 22. 
—Labor conflicts in Denmark are be- 
coming serious. The negotiations be- 
gun before Easter ended Sunday with 
the refusal of the unskilled laborers 
to accept the findings of the govern- 
ment arbitrators. This means that 
the organization of employers who 
postponed several lockouts in other 
trades will now make those lockouts 
effective. 


The union of unskilled workers 
threatens to carry out several serious 
strikes. It is connected with both the 
Scandinavian Transport Union and 
the International Union of Unskilled 
Labor in Amsterdam. 

The Danish union will ask for the 
support of these organizations and it 
is probable that henceforth Danish 
ships will be boycotted in foreign har 
bors. Such a situation would paral 
Danish exports to England. 

The Scandinavian Transport Union. 
is to hold a meeting this week in 
Copenhagen at which the future ac- 
tion will be decided.

Visits Scene of ‘Comal 
Opera Revolt 


MOSCOW, April 22—Since the ad- 
journment of the session of the cen- 
tral executive committee of the U. 8. 
S. R., recently held at Tiflis, Kal- 
inin, president of the C. E. C. of the 
U. S. 8S. R., has been touring different 
regions of Georgia, visiting numerous 
towns and villages, in particular some 
of the vilages where farmers had tak- 
en part in the menshevist rising of 
August last 

In conversation with a Rosta cor- 
rsepondent, Kalinin, while on his 
way back to Moscow, remarked that 
he believed the government of the 
Soviet Socialist Republic of Georgia 
had, up to quite recently, paid too lit- 
tle consideration to the initiative of 
the broad circles of the Caucasian 
peasantry, who, stressed the president 
of the executive, ought to come in for 
a much larger part in the work of 
local administration. 

Then, he said, the authorities must 
be more careful in regard to the ques- 
tion of religion. His profound im- 
pression, however, was—Kalinin 
concluded—that the present mood and 
sentiments of the Georgian rural pop- 
ulation contained all the necessary 
premises for a successful economic 
and cultural development.

Mine Company Giving 
“Starvation” Cure to 
Force a Wage Cut 


BULGER, Pa.—I can let you know 
that the Bulger Block Coal company 
here has shut down its mine, and let 
the miners go some place else for 
work or to starve. They do not care 
for the workers. They just look for 
more profit. ' 

The mine boss says that the com- 
pany cannot run the mine under the 
present union scale any more, and 
that is the reason why the mine shut 
down since March 27. 

The price of food has gone up and 
the company wants to cut the wage 
down to the 1917 scale. For six 
months last year the mine closed and 
lots of workers went in debt to the 
stores, some of them $200 and over, 
and they haven't paid them yet. 

But now the grocer says, “I cannot 
trust you any more. You owe me $200 
already. If you want to get anything, 
pay for it in cash.” So the poor min- 
er goes home without any food to give 
his children. This is the way the min- 
ers live under this capitalist system, 
and yet they haven't recognized the 
need to change it. They won't yet 
read the DAILY WORKER or fight 
for their own liberty. 

The majority is still under the 
opium of religion and alcohol, they 
are poisoned by these things and the 
capitalist papers so much that they 
cannot see what's going on around 
them.

Dziennik Ludowy, a Polish socialist 
daily paper published in Chicago for 
more than 19 years is out of business. 
The last isue was out on April 20, car- 
rying an announcement that it was 
the last issue and that the whole con- 
cern was in the hands of a receiver. 

This “socialist” paper was one of 


the bitterest enemies of Soviet Russia. 


Day after day it carried nothing but 
a mass of lies about Soviet Russia. 
The workers evidently got tired of 
this capitalist bunk and stopped read- 
ing the paper. - 

Supported Every Reactionary. 

It supported not only the Cahan- 
Hillman-Levin machine, but also 
Gompers and Lewis in their fights 
against the revolutionary and left 
wing progressive workers. 

During the war the Dziennik Lu- 
dowy supported the central powers, 
and when the United States joined 
the war it flopped over and supported 
the United States and the allies, car- 
rying advertisements of government 
war bonds. When Abramovich, the 
counter-revolutionist came to Ameri- 
ca, it supported him. 

The circulation ‘dropped to a minim- 
um,

ISTEEL TRUST TO 
ENLIST IN: WAR*| 
ON COMPETITORS} 


Huge Profits. Are Held 


in Reserve 


The $715,000,000 undivided surplus 
profits of the United States Steel cor- 
poration will not be drawn on as div- 
dends to stockholders, Elbert H. Gary 
told the annual meeting of the cor- 
poration here yesterday. 

“We increased the dividend by the 
payment of extras, so that if con- 
tinued without interruption it would 
amount to a rate of 7 per cent a 
year,” Gary told the stockholders. 
“Since the war, competition in thé 
United States has been increasing, 
and while I will not say it has been 
desperate, it has been decidedly 
strenuous. 

“With new firms well equipped fi- 
nancially entering the business, the 
United States Steel corporation is 
holding large depreciation reserves to 
meet this competition, as it has al- 
ways been ready to meet rivalry in 
facaer~ or any other country.” 

The large reserve is to be used fo 
freeze out competition by means of 
temporary price cutting, monopoly of 
raw material, and other means which 
are at the disposal of the steel trust. 
The independent steel 
usually quickly annexed to the trust.

“Master “Mechanic” Is 
Plea for Parasite

Hall That Saw Hitler 
Beer Barrel Revolt, 
Hears Thaelmann Talk 


By CARL BRANNIN. 

MUNICH; Germany—(FP)—In the 
same enormous beer hall here where 
the Hitler-Ludendorff putsch was 
launched and as quickly squelced 
nearly two years ago, E. Thaelmann, 
Communist member of the reichstag, 
spoke on behalf of his candidacy for 
the presidency of Germany. More 
than 1,000 working men and women 
came to hear an exposition of the 
Communist program. 

Thaelmann, a sturdy working man 
above average height, began by a re- 
cital of the massacre‘of nine Com- 
murists at the Halle meeting. ‘The 
speaker also told of the arrest of him- 
self and 44 other Comtimunists in a 
pconferenée near Stuttgart. ‘All were 
released except two citizens of Ba- 
varia held on a charge of “attempted 
high treason.” 

In discussing the Dawes reparations 
plan Thaelmann reminded his hearers 
that all the loans from American 
financiers would have to be repaid. 
The speaker appealed to his hearers 
to vote the Communist ticket as a 
symbol of the coming dictatorship of 
the 90 per cent workers and peasants 
over the 10 per cent of parasites. 

Thaelmann is 38 and belongs to the 
Transport Workers’ Federation of 
Hamburg. The Catholic politician 
Wilhelm Marx and the aged von Hin- 
denburg are the principal contenders 
in the election April 26.

IN POLAND ASK 
END OF TORTURE 


Resolution on on Terror 


Argued in Sejm 


(Special to The Dally Worker.) 
VIENNA, April 22.—The following 
news arrived from Warsaw. In the 
last session of the sejm the White 
Russian fraction presented a motion 


dealing with the maltreatment of 
White Russian peasants in the fron- 
tier districts. Among the arguments 
for the @#Stion there were descriptions 
of quite a number of cases of most 
serious maltreatment. A peasant has 
died from the consequences of this 
maltreatment on his body, 35 serious 
wounds were found. 


In another case an officer and a 
sergeant of the frontier guard have 
maltreated. the teacher Beganski and 
his sister. The teacher was complete- 
ly undressed and beaten with iron 
sticks. His sister was tortured in a 
terrible fashion. Pins were put under 
her nails in order to force her to 
make false confessions. Despite these 
tortures Beganski refused to sign the 
minutes. The sergeant finally drag- 
ged the only half-conscious teacher 
to the table and led his hand, thus 
forcing him to write down his signa- 
ture, but still against his will. 


In their motion the White Russian 
fraction demand the immediate ap- 
pointment of a commission of inves- 
tigation for the maltreatment of the 
peasants in the Polish White Russia, 
and they demand from the govern- 
ment measures which will make such 
tortures impossible in future. 


It is naturally an illusion to demand 
from the “democratic” government of 
white Poland that it should abolish 
the maltreatment which takes place 
on its own instruction and is carried 
out by officials who have been sys- 
tematically incited against the White 
Russian peasants.

The New Code—“Guilty Until 


Proven Innocent” 


The deportation proceedings in New York against 
Emanuel Vajtauer, Czecho-Slovakian worker, have 
revealed the fact that under the immigration law 
of 1924 there is no such presumption of innocence 
of the accused as is found in other statutes based 
on the established legal code. 

In other words the burden of proof rests on the 
accused. The defendant is presumed to have en- 
tered the country illegally, or to have violated the 
immigration law in some other manner until he 
can prove otherwise. 

This complete reversal of the very foundation 
of criminal processes in all Anglo-Saxon countries 
will doubtless astonish many well-meaning people 
who believe all the bunk about the impartiality of 
laws and courts that they read in the school books 
and the capitalist press. It is a cold fact, how- 
ever, established by the decision of Judge Hand 
in ruling on an application for habeas corpus in 
the Vajtauer case, that in its war on the foreign- 
born workers, the capitalist government of the 
United States has abolished the right of trial by 
jury and placed every foreign-born worker at the 
mercy of the spies and stoolpigeons which infest 
the ranks of fhe workers and particularly the labor 
unions. 

The New York Times states that a member of a 
union furnished the government with the informa- 
tion resulting in his arrest. If this is true it shows 
that just as during the war period, the membership 
of the trade union is being debauched and turned 
into spies and informers. 


The purposes of such laws is to divide the labor 
movement—to create suspicion ,and dissension 
among and between the native-born and fortfgn- 
born workers. No one profits from this except the 
capitalists and it is enlightening to note that the 
loudest shouter for drastic regulation and registra- 
tion of foreign-born workers is James J. Davis, the 
steel trust tool who is secretary of labor in the 
Coolidge cabinet. 

The Communists suffer most from these excep- 
tional laws at present, but it is the labor move- 
ment against which they are directed and which 
they are designed to cripple by cowing the most 
militant of its members—the foreign-born workers.

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‘Company Unions 
The growth of company unions is one of the 
‘dangers that ‘confronts tife labor movement, but 
safe and sane labor leaders deal with the problem 
by closing their eyes to it. 

In interview after interview which ‘nr ave on 
the subject they declare-either that company 
unions do not exist, that they are but a passing 
phase of the period, or that they are no menace to 
organized labor. . 

It is wrong to say that all the labor leaders close 
their eyes to this problem for many of them, like 
“B. and O. Bill” Johnston of the International As- | 
sociation of Machinists, are the most active work- 
ers for the company union plan. 

Latest figures show that 1,177,000 workers are 
now organized in company unions—organized, 
that is, for the boss. This is about a third of the 
present membership of the American Federation 
of Labor and shows the strides made by these 
openly capitalist-controlled bodies. In the United 
States these unions occupy about the same place in 
the social structure as the christian unions of 
Europe. They not only make militant organiza- 
tion difficult in the industries in which they are 
formed, but they also are a reserve army that can 
be shifted around and used as strikebreakers. 

The spread of these company unions is due to 
the lack of interest in organization work displayed 
by labor officialdom. To say that the great bulk 
of the American workers are unorganizable is to 
admit that we must surrender to American cap- 
italism. 

The labor officialdom takes this viewpoint. It 
furnishes them with an excuse for adventures in 
financial enterprises like banking and insurance 
schemes, it gives them a sort of protective color- 
ing and they can pose as saviors of the working 
class whom the ignorant mass will not recognize. 
But whenever the resistance of the labor official- 
dom to systematic organization campaigns like 
that in the steel industry has been broken down 
to some extenf, the unorganized workers have 
responded. 

The truth of the matter is that the labor bureau- 
cracy in this country wants no more organization 
of the workers. It has enough to furnish huge 
salaries and to finance profit-making schemes that 
bring in added returns. It sees in the rise of the 
company unions the working out on the industrial 
field of its class peace schemes in banking, etc. 

The labor bureaucrats have quit fighting the 
bosses with whom the fakers are on good terms. 

There is no other possible explanation for the 
speeches and articles clamoring for ~industrial 
peace that emanate from high officials and the of- 
ficial journals of the labor movement. 

The organized workers are to be sold out to the 
capitalists after being lulled to sleep by talk of 
industrial peace. 

To expose this conspiracy is the urgent duty of 
the left wing of the labor movement and more and 
more proof of the nature of the plot ig disclosed 
every day, ranging from the united front of the 
miners’ union officials with the coal operators to 
that of Hillman and Levin with the terroristic 
government of Poland.
